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Blacks offer.

ALCALA PARK — Black Catholics, 
‘‘made in the image and blackness of 
God, ... are asking the church to embrace 
us as peers,”’ a Sister from Oakland said 
in the keynote address at the third Afro- 
American Catechetical Conference held 
June 3 at the University of San Diego. 

‘‘We are black and Catholic and have 
gifts to share,’’ said Sister Eva Marie 
Lumas, SSS, author and consultant in 
black catechesis for the Archdiocese of 
Oakland, at the conference sponsored by 
the San Diego diocesan Commission on 
Black Catholics. 

. The church, she said, stands on diverse 
cultures and ‘‘each cultural group 
responds to God’s gifts in their own 
way.” 

‘““God said, ‘Be who I made you to be.’ 
Our cultural heritage has shaped our 
spirituality. Our spirituality calls us to be 
community and it teaches us to assume 
our humanity and relevance,’’ she 
explained. 

“‘We are asking the church to embrace 
us as peers. We are the sons and 
daughters of the Most High and no one 
can be more than that, no matter what 
color they are,’’ she exclaimed. 

Participants applauded throughout her 
address and responded to Sister Lumas’s 
reflections with ‘‘amens’’ and “‘tell it like 
it is.”’ 

Sister Lumas also said that black 
Catholics want to share the treasure of 
their African ancestors with the church by 
offering to the church, “‘the legacy of our 
people.”’ 

‘‘Our spirituality tells all the saints of 
heaven that we are black and Catholic 
and nothing is gonna shake us loose.”’

LA MESA — The increasing number 
of Catholics being arrested for blocking 
entrances to abortion clinics, a strategy 
used by Project Rescue participants to 
reduce the number of abortions, raises 
questions regarding the morality of such. 
acts of civil disobedience. 

When Father Edward ‘‘Bud’’ 
Kaicher, director of diocesan youth and 
young adult ministries, blocked an 
entrance to the Family Planning 
Associates Medical Group in La Mesa 
June 10, he violated his two-year 
probation after being arrested and 
convicted of trespassing at this same 
clinic in September. 

Father Kaicher was among some 150 
Project Rescue demonstrators who 
blocked entrances to the office of Dr. 
Edward Allred who performs abortions. 
Because there were no arrests at this 
site last week, the priest said he does not 
foresee any changes in his probationary 
status. 

However, 82 Project Rescue 
participants, including many Catholics, 
were arrested June 10 at the Serra Mesa 
office of obstetrician-gynecologist Phillip 
Rand who also performs abortions. 

Among those apprehended were Phil 
McLean of Blessed Sacrament parish, 
San Diego, and Lois Rogers of Mary, 
Star of the Sea parish, La Jolla. 

McLean showed Southern Cross his red, 
bruised and swollen wrists the day after 
they were tightened in a police officer’s 
nunchakus and handcuffed for six hours

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Pope stresses Christian unity in Nordic nations

VADSTENA, Sweden — Pope John 
Paul II spent the first half of June visiting 
five Nordic countries where Christianity 
is etched in stone castles and Lutheran 
cathedrals but not in the daily lives of a 
highly secularized population. 

The primary purpose was to visit the 
region’s small, often isolated Catholic 
community, numbering under 200,000 
— less than 1 percent of the Nordic 
population. Many of the Catholics are 
refugees and immigrants from Asia, 
Central Europe and South America. 

The first papal visit to the region was 


also an important ecumenical journey 
into the predominantly Lutheran 
countries of Norway, Iceland, Finland, 
Denmark and Sweden. 

In° Viking castles and Lutheran 
cathedrals that were once Catholic 
churches, the pope stressed Christian 
unity. He also emphasized what he said 
was the need to return to religious values 
if a modern, highly technological society 
is to progress without trampling human 


dignity. 
The June 1-10 trip also was an 
opportunity to praise the Nordic 


countries for opening their doors to 
refugees, their concern for improving 
conditions in the Third World and their

The pope in turn was praised by 
Nordic government leaders for his efforts 
on behalf of world peace and human 
rights. 

The papal message to the miniscule 
Catholic population was that ‘‘even the 
most isolated Catholics are not alone.”’ 

‘The smallest of your communities in 
the north is still part of the universal 
church. Each is united with the church of 
Rome and with Catholics in every land,”’ 
he said. 2 

The pope dramatized his concern for 
isolated Catholics by traveling to Tromso, 


ecclesiastical jurisdiction. There are 680 
Catholics in the prelature. 

It was also a warning to Catholics — | 
many refugees and immigrants from poor 
countries — not to let the ‘“‘abundance of 
goods’’ in the economically prosperous 
north ‘‘dazzle you,’’ causing a blind spot 
for moral values. 

The five countries visited have annual 
per capita incomes which range from 
Iceland’s $10,216 to Norway’s $13,790.

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Who should get 
medical aid? 


Well, if you had any doubts about what the church is 
up against, you had it laid out for you in all its 
callousness in the Parade ‘Magazine supplement to the 
Sunday San Diego Union (May 28, 1989). It was the cover 
story, no less! 

The headline asked, ‘‘Who Should Receive Medical 
Aid? Soaring costs are making hard choices necessary.’’ 
The article points out that “‘we spend over $50 billion a 
year in the last six months of their (Americans’) lives 
and three billion a year on intensive care for newborn 
babies’... - 

For example, 15 years ago, a 2-pound baby at a 
leading hospital’s neonatal intensive care unit had 
barely one chance in 20 to live, while’ today 90 percent 
survive, but at a cost of $50,000 to $100,000. Of these, 
15 percent or more ‘‘grow up mentally retarded or 
physically handicapped or both.’’ Is it worth it? Could 
not the money be better spent, the article asks, on 
prenatal care? 

Think of how much money we would save if we 
aborted every child that had a 15 percent or more chance 
of being mentally retarded or physically handicapped in 
any way at all. 

The article told about a tall, handsome, bright 7-year- 
old who was 1 1/2 pounds at birth. Was the $20,000 the 
parent’s insurance company paid worthwhile? And what 
about the 70-year-old who developed cancer? Is it worth 
trying for a cure or should doctors just medicate her 
because of her age? _ 

One doctor was quoted saying: ‘‘Are we right to 
expend all the resources we have when we are uncertain 


_ of the outcome?”’ 


The fact is that despite our arrogance we are never 
“certain of the outcome.’’ That’s God’s prerogative. 
Another fact is that we spend more money on 
entertainment than we spend on the very young and the 
elderly. Besides, as someone pointed out a long time 
ago, the measure of a society is not the quality of the 
roads it builds, but how it treats the least of its brethren.

I received a letter dated, Aug. 27, 1986, from the 
Apostolic Nunciature in Washington stating that the 
monitum against (Father) ‘Teilhard de Chardin’s 
writings, which, it states, contain ‘‘ambiguities, and 
indeed even serious errors as to offend Catholic 
doctrine,’’ is still in effect. 
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Once the confines of church teaching and direction 
are broken down it is a small step to such pantheistic 
statements as, ‘‘It means finding Christ in a blade of 
grass,’’ as opposed to seeing his creation as a reflection 
of his glory. 

Another quote from’Sister Murphy, ‘‘We will build 
an earth that is a stepping stone to eternal life.’’ This 
sounds like a presumptuous attempt to rebuild the 
Tower of Babel. 

Regarding her longing for reverencing a ‘‘universal 
Host,’’ it would be great to’see more reverence for Our 
Lord in the Blessed Sacrament in the here and now 
before leaping into the cosmos. 

Finally, on a practical: level — and the truth is 
eminently practical — we can’t spend every day 
contemplating the cosmos; we have neither the time nor 
the stamina. It would be like living on Chateaubriand 
and fine old burgundy three times a day. There would 
come a time, probably after the second meal, when one 
would hanker for a boiled potato and a glass of milk.

Fathers are real men 


Like many other men, I’m a father. I have two 
children, a son and a daughter, both now young adults. 
I’m immensely proud of both of them. Their mother 
and I have devoted so much of our lives to their welfare 
over the past 30 years that it’s sometimes hard to 
remember where their lives end and ours begin. 

I’m also a son and a grandson, and within the past 
year I’ve become a grandfather as well. The feelings I 
experienced when my granddaughter was born were a 
great surprise to me, but they once again made me 
realize how much I love kids, especially little kids — and 
my own most of all. I’d do anything for them. 

Almost all fathers, I’ve discovered, have these same 
strong feelings about their children. In our culture we’ve 
been trained not to show our feelings — ‘‘real men don’t 
cry,’’ you know — but that doesn’t mean we don’t have 
any. 

Every father, regardless of how macho he may be, can 
remember the times when his children were sick or in 
danger. It’s an emotion so powerful the memory never 
leaves you. The parental instinct to protect your 
children is in a class by itself. 

Over the past several years there’s been a lot of talk 
about what it means to be a ‘‘real man.’’ All this talk 
reflects, it seems to me, a basic uneasiness with the male 
images many of us grew up with. 

Men in my age group remember when the male role 
models were figures like Superman and the Lone 
Ranger. They were the strong, silent type who could 
take care of themselves against all comers, and who 
never experienced defeat. Their only visible relationship 
with women was to impress them. 

There was another important thing about these hero 
figures — they never had children. Can you imagine the 
Lone Ranger changing diapers? Or Superman trying to 
get his little girl to eat her peas? 

In that mythic world, real men didn’t deal-with such 
mundane things. Their eb was to defeat enemies, who 
always conveniently appeared as bad guys which could 
either be shot down or put in jail. Everything was very 


neat, very black and white. 

But in the real world many of us are fathers ‘and that 

greatly complicates things. When your 9-year-old can’t 
sleep because she’s afraid of the dark it doesn’t help very 
much to tell her you have a gun. Or if your teen-ager 
comes home from a party and tells you everybody else 
was smoking pot, it’s not very practical to tell him 
you’re going to the next party and pew up the first guy 
who lights up a joint. 
' here’. | nothing more central to being a man than 
protecting your family; ‘but doing that in the nuclear age 
is much different than it was in the Stone Age. It used to 
be the en€my consisted of things like wild animals and 
savage tribes. Now it’s things like drugs and fear — and 
above all war itself. 

We often forget the psychological burden which the 
mere existence of nuclear weapons places on our 
children. Their most precious possession is the belief 
they have a future, and in a real way the danger of 


_nuclear war robs them of the possession. 


Being a father means giving life, but if we can’t give 
our children peace, the biological life we’ve given them 
won’t be worth very much. 

If we’re going to be real men we’ve got to protect our 
children from nuclear war. And there’s only one realistic 
way to do that, which is to make sure a nuclear war is 
never fought. And the only realistic way of doing that is 
to make sure one can never happen. That means that 
every father in the world has to become personally 
involved in some action that reduces the threat of war. 

There are many ways to make peace. What matters is 
choosing one and giving it all you’ve got. That’s what it 
means to be a real man today.

Exporter reaches out to poor in Haiti

Julie Sly, a California free-lance writer on Catholic issues 
and a former editor of a Catholic diocesan newspaper, 
participated in a tour of poverty-stricken areas in Port-au- 
Prince, the capital city of the Caribbean country of Haiti, 
earlier this year. The tour was sponsored by Food for the 
Poor, Inc., a charitable organization providing aid to Haiti, 
Jamaica and several other Caribbean countries. Those on the 
tour included Catholic journalists, priests and interested 
persons. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — To see 
and smell the slums of Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti, horrifies the senses. They are an 
appalling mixture — rotting garbage, 
polluted water, human and animal waste, 
dust and charcoal from the fires of 
thousands of people. And amid this, the 
Haitian people fight for space, shelter and 
survival. 

Not many would want to face such 
poverty head-on. But for Ferdinand 
Mahfood, an American Catholic layman 
determined to do something about the 
plight of Haiti’s poor, such scandal is the 
necessary meeting of the Cross before the 
Resurrection. 

‘‘These people are not Haitians and 
not poor black people. They are the living 
Christ,’’ said Mahfood. ‘‘And if I didn’t 
believe this, I wouldn’t be here and I 
wouldn’t be doing what I’m doing. When 
you go into those slums you are visiting 
Christ. 

“‘Why does the Lord choose to live this 
way? I’ve been asking myself that for a 
long time. He’s a little crazy as far as I’m 
concerned. But I’ve stopped trying to 
figure him out and I just keep doing what 
he tells me,’’ Mahfood said. 

What Mahfood has been doing is a 
unique mission to improve the health, 
economic and social conditions of the 
poor in Haiti and several other Caribbean 
countries. 

The mission has evolved since 1976, 
when Mahfood, a_- successful

among us.”’ 

The enormously successful ministry 
has channeled millions of dollars of food, 
clothing and needed supplies to the 
Caribbean. In 1988 alone, Food for the 
Poor shipped 465 trailer loads (20 million 
pounds) of goods valued at about $18 
million to the poor in the Caribbean, 
bringing the organization’s seven-year 
total to more than 1,200 trailer loads of 
goods valued at $60 million. 

Food for the Poor is making a concrete 
difference in the lives of the poor,’” said 
Mahfood, who likes to be called ‘‘Ferdy.”’ 
He is appropriately called ‘‘Mr. Food’’ 
by Creole-speaking Haitians in Port-au- 
Prince’s slums, where the large majority 
of the city’s 1 million inhabitants reside. 

‘‘We’re not trying to help the whole 
world,’ he noted. ‘‘We just want to do 
something in the Caribbean intensely 
enough so that we help the church and the 
poor of these countries in a meaningful 
way. We want to be a model for helping 
the poor, so — please God — someone 
else in America will start something like 
this to help all the other places in need.”’ 

“‘Food for the Poor is at least trying to 
do something to better the lives of the 
Haitian people,’’ said Mrs. Raymonde 
Pun, a native Haitian who is manager of 
Food for the Poor’s warehouse and office 
in Port-au-Prince. ‘‘We’re trying to help 
people come out of a bad situation.”’ 

Food for the Poor has grown from a few 
benefactors to some 70,000 regular 
donors. Ninety-four percent of the 


organization’s contributions go directly- 


for food and other. supplies, while six 
percent of the income is used to run the 
program. Mahfood’s salary is paid by his 
three brothers, who continue to operate a 
number of family businesses based .in

Food for the Poor avoids costly 
overhead by working directly with priests 
and nuns, men and women who staff the 
parishes and pastoral centers, and by 
having them distribute the food, clothing, 
medical supplies.and other equipment to 
the people who need it. Mahfood takes 
contributions and buys the best materials 
at the best prices from all over the world. 
He then ships it directly to the Caribbean 
countries in large freight containers. 

“‘There is no government 
involvement,’’ said Mahfood. ‘‘All a 
priest or a nun has to do is come to our 
warehouse and tell us what they need — 
no questions asked. The church people in 
Haiti have nowhere else to go but to us. 
And that is a terrible statement, but we 
are a miracle, a blessing to the clergy. I 
don’t know what they did before us. Ours 
is a ministry both to the poor and to the 
clergy, the church workers.”’ 

Mahfood’s hope is to strengthen the 
Haitian church’s role in trying to bring 
about social development. As a result, 
Food for the Poor distributes not only 
food, but school supplies like pencils,- 
school furniture, pens and notebooks, to 


‘help promote education in Haiti, where 


about 80 percent of the people are 
illiterate. Other self-help materials 
distributed include sewing machines, 
water pumps, agricultural tools, seeds, 
trees for reforestation efforts, 
construction materials and paint. 

Seven years after starting Food for the 
Poor, Mahfood sees ‘‘more potential than 
ever in building this ministry into one 
that will continue to bring hope and 
change to the Haitian people,’’ he said.

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Nun brings home needs of Haitians

Many years ago a 6-year-old girl heard 
about Sacred Heart Father Damien de 
Veuster and his work with lepers in 
Molokai, Hawaii. Someday, she dreamt, 
she would be a missionary too. 

Sister Virginia McMonagle, RSCJ, 
fulfilled this lifelong dream last year. 
After spending almost 40 years as a 
teacher and educational administrator, 
she decided to accept an invitation to 
establish an orphanage in Haiti. 

She returned to San Diego this spring 
after spending a year in Haiti — a nation 
that is dying spiritually and physically. 
Haiti is the poorest nation in the 
Northern Hemisphere and one of the 
poorest nations in the world. 

The Caribbean country can be reached 
in a 90-minute flight from Miami, but it 
is light years away from the typical 
lifestyle of the average San Diegan. 

Occupying the western part of an 
island mass it shares with the Dominican 
Republic, Haiti is home to 7 -million 
Haitians, half under the age of 16. 

The unemployment rate is 90 percent 
and the literacy rate 10 percent. AIDS is 
rampant in this nation where one baby 
dies every five minutes and where 
malnutrition is so widespread that 
mothers cannot breast-feed their infants. 
Most people die before their 40th 
birthday. 

Sister McMonagle is back at her desk 
now as director of constituent relations at 
the University of San Diego, but she is 
haunted by the nightmares of human 
misery she experienced and is driven by a 
dream to establish a string of Sacred 
Heart schools on the island. 

While in Haiti, Sister McMonagle 
served as administrator of the Santa 
Helen orphanage, located about an 
hour’s drive from the capital of Port-au- 
Prince on roads ‘‘worse than any you’ve 
seen on MASH,”’ she said. 

She lived with Mother Teresa’s 
Missionaries of Charity and worked with 
them every Friday at a tuberculosis clinic 
they had established. ‘“There are about

3,000 missionaries of different 
denominations there,’’ she said, ‘‘and we 
worked together beautifully.’’ 

“Almost every woman you see is 
pregnant,’’ Sister McMonagle reported, 
and many abandon their babies, 
especially if they are sick or deformed in 
any way. ‘‘People abandon their babies, 
not out of negligence, but out of hope that 
someone will take care of them and feed 
them.” 

Most of the 100-children at the 
orphanage will grow up there, she said, 
because many are siblings and there is a 
strong desire to keep them together. 

Children in need of rehabilitative 
surgery or special care are often

conditions still dictate that Haitians’ 
survival comes first, so the organization 
supplies tons of rice, beans, clothing and 
medicines to meet immediate needs. 


“‘People can’t be employed if they can’t 
eat,’’ said Mahfood. ‘‘This is scandalous. 
We wouldn’t allow dogs and cats in 
America to live like the Haitian people 
have to live. 


“We are talking about a level of 
poverty where most of the children in 
Haiti are starving.

commandment ‘‘to love one another.”’ 
He believes that his mission is ‘‘what the 
church should be all about today — 
serving the poor through the great 
potential of collective Christian charity. I 
cannot do this alone, but together we 
can.”’ 


Mahfood’s conversion led him more 
than 10 years ago to the daily practice of 
“‘centering prayer,’’ which continues to 
be the inspiration for his work. ‘‘Prayer is 
the root of Food for the Poor’s growth and 
success. It is the fruit of my commitment 

“to God,”’ he said. 


Fe is also'inspired by his hope to link 
_the..U.S. church with the church in the 
Caribbean. ‘“The link is one of mutual 
evangelization and aid,’’ said Mahfood. 


“The link permits the work of God to 
flow in both directions. Those 
communities which are poor materially 
can offer vast resources for the 
evangelization and re-evangelization of 
Americans. Both communities become 
more bound together in a_ universal 
church worshipping one God. 


‘“We have to be careful and not look at’ 


Haiti as if it is a hopeless situation,’’ he 
added. ‘‘It’s true — we can’t feed the 8 
million people in Haiti every day. The 
situation is scandalous, and we need 100 
more Food for the’ Poor’s. But God has 
given us the gifts to change what is there. 
It doesn’t take a lot of money to build a lot 
of simple homes and ship in rice and 
beans. The slums are not God’s mistake, 
but God calling us to charity.”

transported to the United States for 
treatment. ‘‘The embassy and the 
consulate have been incredibly helpful to 
us,’’ she said. She recalled one little girl 
whose nose and lips had been destroyed 
by cancer. ‘‘She is living in New York 
now at the home of a physician who is 
reconstructing her face. When she gets 
home, she will have a nose and lips.”’ 

Despite the unstable political climate

scene in Haiti because ‘‘it is too complex 
and I do not want to say anything that 
would endanger the work being done by 
the people I met.’’ She witnessed three 
military coups during her 12 months 
there. 

The greatest needs in Haiti, she-said, 
are education and economic aid. ‘‘I don’t 
know what to do about the economy,”’ 
she said, ‘“‘but I can do something about 
education.’’ Schools in Haiti consist of a 
blackboard nailed to a tree. One priest 
has established 165 schools for 8,000 
children. ‘“They are starving for two 
things — education and food,’’ Sister 
McMonagle explained. 

While the nation is nominally Roman 
Catholic, voodoo practices prevail. 
“Only about 10 percent of the people 
really understand what Christianity is all 
about,’’ she said. : 

Even though the nation’s problems 
seem overwhelming, the nun said she was 
amazed at what can be accomplished with 
food, medicine and love. As she shared a 
stack of snapshots with a visitor, she 
identified each child in the picture — each 
child with its own story of abandonment 
and subsequent restoration at the Santa 
Helen orphanage. Many of them wear 
clothing donated by Sister McMonagle’s 
friends in San Diego. 

“‘T had little problem adjusting to life 
there,’’ she said pensively. ‘‘The big 
adjustment has been coming back. I 
didn’t want to eat or see people at first ... 
we just have no concept of the dire needs 
of so many people; we can’t close our eyes 
to it. Haiti is real. We are the ones living 
in a world of unreality.’’ 

In the next several months, Sister 
McMonagle plans to spread the word to 
the superiors in her congregation about 
the need to establish schools in Haiti and 
to share the stories of the children and 
adults she met there. “‘They are a loving, 
loyal and beautiful people,’ she said. 
““The things one person can accomplish 
there are phenomenal.’”’

participants attended a workshop in 
catechesis and a workshop focusing on 


gospel music. 


‘Gospel Music in Liturgical Music,”’ 
offered by Leon Roberts, composer, 
educator, liturgist and recording artist, 
focused on the use of gospel music in 
Catholic worship and the use of black art 
music forms. 

Roberts is director of liturgical music at 
St. Augustine Church, Washington, 
D.C., and director of the Washington, 
D.C. Archdiocesan Mass Choir. 

Gospel music, said Roberts, serves as a 
form of evangelization in the black 
community and on a larger scale, enables 
people to become more ‘‘community 
minded.”’ 

Nathan Jones, Ph.D, consultant at the 
Office of Religious Education in the 
Archdiocese of Chicago, conducted the 
workshop in catechesis. 


During his workshop, Jones tried to 
provide participants with a _ better 
understanding of the diverse ways in the 
church’s life that people come to have 
faith, both formally and informally. 


Formal ways include the classroom, 
instruction or school setting. Instruction 
is important because faith does seek 
understanding, he said.

But, he also said there are informal 
means of religious education. These 
include the worship of the church, 
through daily activities, hymns, activities 
for peace and justice in the world and 
“right relationships’’ with one another. 

“‘Our parishes should not limit their 
understanding of religious education 
simply to structured settings. Rather, 
they should be open to the learning that 
can take place through well-prepared 
liturgy, the use of real bread, drinking 
from the cup, the experience of water, 
candles, hugs and actions for justice,’’ 
Jones said. 

Challenges facing predominantly black 
parishes are reversing the invisibility of 
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blacks in church theology and church 
leadership, he said. 

Jones pointed out that in order for these 
challenges to be met, black people must 
become involved. 

“Black people will invest in a church 
they are involved in shaping. The local 
community should be involved in every 
stage of a program’s development,’’ he 
said. 

While the adults gathered for the two 
workshops, the children that attended the 
conference learned about sacred 
movement and liturgical dance from 
James Curtis, a parishioner at Christ the 
King Church, San Diego, and a former 
professional dancer. 

The children then participated in the 
afternoon Mass by performing liturgical 
dance during the celebration. 

Despite the unexpected low number of 
60 participants, Deacon Marvin Threatt, 
conference coordinator, believes the event 
was a SUCCESS. 

Deacon Threatt, chairman of the 
diocesan Commission for Black 
Catholics, said, ‘‘It was an extremely 
productive conference. Everybody left on 
a positive note, asking when they could do 
it again.”’ 

He told Southern Cross he believes that 
those who attended the conference now 
have a better working knowledge of who 
they are and how to make a better 
contribution to the church.

ALCALA PARK — About 70 parishes 
in the San Diego diocese have reported a 
total of $243,501, as of June 12, donated 
by parishioners and groups for the second 
annual appeal for the Retirement Fund 
for Religious, a campaign well-received 
in parishes, according to a sampling of 
priests. 

Last year’s diocesan total was about 
$350,000, the largest special collection 
ever in the diocese, according to Sister 
Nancy Kane, RSCJ, diocesan 
coordinator of the appeal. 

She said this year’s collection reflects 
the ‘‘generosity of the people of San 
Diego’’ and fulfills the scriptural passage, 
“Ask and it shall be given to you; ... ”’ 
(Matthew 7.7). 

The appeal at St. Rose of Lima 
Church, Chula Vista, netted $15,000, 
more than most special collections taken 
there, said Father Charles Fuld, 
administrator. 

He said parishioners responded 
positively to parish Sisters who spoke at 
Masses prior to the collection, 
emphasizing that the small number of 
working Sisters today cannot support the 
needs of their retired members. 

The talks were given by Sister Dolores 
Molina, SHF, pastoral associate; Sister 
Margaret Ann Altmiller, OLVM, 
coordinator of the school of religion; and 
Sister Joan King, OSB, adult education 
coordinator. 

Father Fuld reinforced the need for the 
collection, telling the assembly that 
retired Sisters formerly ‘‘depended on the 
Holy Spirit to take care of them. We are 
agents of the Holy Spirit’” who must now 
respond to this need, he said. 

Father William Mooney, pastor of 
Blessed Sacrament Church, San Diego, 
said the parish’s contribution of $6,404 
followed appeals by Sister Patrick Marie, 
SL, director of catechetical ministry, and 
Sister Eleanor McNally, CPPS, RCIA 
coordinator. 

St. Brigid Church, Pacific Beach, 
reported a collection of $7,379 for retired 
Religious, the parish’s second largest 
contribution exceeded only by funds 
contributed to the Propagation of the 
Faith.

Vatican fears blow to religious freedom in China

VATICAN CITY — Vatican and 
other church officials in Rome said they 
were closely monitoring events in China, 
apprehensive that a shift to hard-line 
political policies of the past could 
adversely affect the church’s status and 
religious freedom in general. 

While the experts said it was too early 
to analyze China’s unfolding drama, 
some said they feared that the army’s 
assault on student protesters might signal 
that the religious tolerance shown in 
recent years is in jeopardy. 

“The religious question is very closely 
tied to the solution that will be given to 
this crisis, because the religious issue has 
always been a real part of the party’s 
politics,’’ said Father Angelo Lazzarotto, 
rector of Urban College in Rome. 

“Tf there has been a new balance of 
religious tolerance and openness in 
China, it has reflected the balance in the 


party. If now the hard-liners take up 


power and have a free hand, it will have 
immediate repercussions in the religious 
field,’’ he said June 7. 

Father Lazzarotto, a longtime China 
observer, said the country’s recent 
religious liberalization has largely 
depended on local authorities and their 
political views. 

“‘Where there was a liberal, things 
became easy. Where there was a hard- 
liner, things remained difficult,’’ he said. 

He said the effects of political policies 
on religion were seen recently in the 
village of Youtang, in the Hebei province 
of China, where at least two residents of 
the large Christian village were killed and 
more than 350 injured in a police raid. It 
was an area where the local authorities 
did not tolerate Catholics who did not 
belong to the government-approved 
Chinese Catholic Patriotic Association, 
he said. 

A Vatican official informed about 
Chinese affairs said the Vatican was 
following events in China with great 
concern.

‘‘We continue to hope for the best — 
that the road to dialogue will be taken up 
again,”’ said the official, who asked not to 
be identified.

Jesuit Father Michael Chu Li-Teh, a 
special counselor in Rome to the Jesuit 
superior general, Father Peter-Hans 
Kolvenbach, said it was clear that this was 
a critical moment for China and for the 
church there. 

“It all depends'on what happens now 
— if the hard-liners control everything, 
that is not very good for the church. It 
looks now like the hard-liners are gaining 
the upper hand, but I don’t know how 
long that can go on, given the 
opposition,’’ Father Chu said. 

“Either way, China will come out 
different,’’ he said. 

Jesuit Father Joseph Shih, who directs 
Vatican Radio’s Chinese broadcast 
department, said that although China’s 
relatively tiny Catholic Church was not 


directly involved in the protests, ‘‘many 
religious people are in favor of the 
freedoms’’ requested by 
demonstrators. 


The non-violence practiced by the 
students was in line with the church’s 
encouragement of peaceful means of 
change, he added. 


Father Shih said Vatican Radio 
broadcasts to China have not directly 
reported on the army assault in Peking, 
mainly because of a 12-hour lag between 
the time the program is recorded and the 
time it is broadcast.

He said the Chinese program has 
broadcast news of Pope John’ Paul II’s 
comments about the army assault, in 
which hundreds and perhaps thousands 
are believed to have died.

The pope criticized abortion as leaving 
the door open to other grave and massive 
violations against human life. ‘“‘Whether 
in the womb or in the final phase of life, a 
person may never be disposed of in order 
to make life easier for others,’’ he said. 

He warned against ‘‘the devastating 
power of modern technology, capable of 
destroying earth and all it contains.”’ 

But the pope was low-key, except for 
specific mentions of abortion and divorce, 
and he was silent about other important 
issues — such as homosexuality and 
artificial birth control — opposed by the 
church while generally accepted in Nordic 
countries. Instead, he spoke in general 
terms about the need to fortify traditional 
Christian family values and teachings. 

This was a Vatican effort to defuse the 
negative image the pope has in the 
region’s permissive societies. 

In Sweden the pontiff is known as ‘‘the 
pope of five ‘nos’ ’’ because of his 
Opposition to abortion, divorce, 
contraception, homosexuality and women 
priests. 

The pope preferred to stress the overall 
need for Nordic societies to return to the 
Christian values which laid the 
foundations of their societies and instilled 
the concepts of human dignity responsible 
for guiding Nordic political and social 
development. 

He emphasized the need to ‘‘assure the 
moral dimension of culture.’’ 

This is especially important at a time in 
history when developments in science and 


technology are not always inspired and 


measured by true wisdom, but rather 
offer the odious prospect of making life 
increasingly ‘‘dehumanized,’’ he said. 

_‘In a highly developed society such as 
yours, where everyone has enough to eat, 
where education and health care are 
available to all, and where a high level of 
social justice has been achieved, it is easy 
to lose sight of the Creator,’’ the pope 
said. 

But diyorcing progress from moral 
values opens the door ‘‘to forces which 
take command of society without concern 
for individuals and their freedom,’’ he 
said. 

‘‘We have seen great nations forgetting 
their cultural traditions and decreeing 
laws for the extermination of entire 
populations,’’ he said, alluding to the 
Nazi-ordered mass murder of Jews 
during World War II. 


The papal calls came, in highly 
secularized societies where religious 
influence is waning despite figures 


showing that over 90 percent of each 
national population is Lutheran. The 
affiliation is mostly cultural and historical 
with only from 5 percent to 10 percent of 
the population attending weekly 
Lutheran services. 

The pope’s crowds were sparse, often 
measured in the hundreds instead of the 
hundreds of thousands normally marking 
papal events in heavily Catholic or 
predominantly Christian countries.

Pope upholds human dignity in Nordic societies

He took advantage of the exposure to 
reiterate a theme close to his heart: the 
need to improve religious freedom in the 
Soviet bloc. 

Speaking in Helsinki, Finland, 60 
miles from the Soviet border, the pope 
asked for legalization of the Ukrainian 
Catholic Church, an Eastern-rite church 
declared illegal in 1946. Its members were 
told to join the Russian Orthodox 
Church. 

However, the church has continued to 


exist clandestinely in the Soviet Union, 
reportedly with more than 4 million 
members. 

The pope criticized ‘‘regrettable cases 
of the total denial of religious freedom to 
communities of Eastern-rite Catholics, 
who have lost even the right to exist 
within the new post-war political and 
juridical structures.” 

He complained of ‘‘Catholic 
communities forced to live an under- 
ground existence.” 


Leaders justify civil disobedience of Project Rescue

in a Serra Mesa police station. 

Rogers said her shoulder-was wrenched 
when she was handcuffed for five hours 
while being detained in a holding tank 
and at Las Colinas Women’s Detention 
Facility in Santee. 

Catholic participation in Project 
Rescue is increasing, according to Claire 
Mulligan of St. Elizabeth Seton parish, 
Carlsbad. She estimated that Catholics 
comprised 35 percent of the 
demonstrators at the La Mesa clinic June 
10. 

This trend prompts questions 
regarding civil disobedience: What does 
the church teach about it? When is civil 


disobedience justified? What is the role of 
conscience in breaking the law? 

In his article, ‘‘Civil Disobedience: A 
Moral Critique,’’ Sulpician Father 
Gerald Coleman, Southern Cross columnist 
and rector of St. Patrick’s Seminary, 
Menlo Park, Calif., defines civil 
disobedience as an ‘‘organized refusal to 
obey certain laws to secure or prevent 
change by exerting direct pressure on an 
offending government.”’ 

Project Rescue proponents blame the 
U.S. Supreme Court’s 1973 decision to 
legalize abortion for the killing of 25 
million unborn babies in the ensuing 16 
years. 

Participants rally around the scriptural 


text: ‘‘Rescue those who are unjustly 
sentenced to death; don’t stand back and 
let them die’’ (Proverbs 24:11). 

The Vatican II document, ‘The 
Pastoral Constitution on the Church in 
the Modern World,”’ states: ... it is lawful 
for people ‘‘to defend their own rights and 
those of their fellow citizens against any 
abuse of this authority, provided that in 
so doing they observe the limits imposed 
by natural law and the Gospel.”’ 

Father Coleman told Southern Cross that 
Project Rescue protestors ‘‘observe the 
limits of natural law and the Gospel 
because they don’t damage private or 
public property and don’t kill anybody.

disobedience,’’ he explained. 

Criteria he cites in his article which 
justify civil disobedience include: 

e Standard means of redress must 
have been tried; 

e Activities must be planned to avoid 
injury to persons and property; 

¢ Protestors must be willing to accept 
lawful penalties for their disobedience. 


“*Technically, Project Rescue 
demonstrators meet these criteria,’’ 
Father Coleman said. ‘‘Many of them 
have attempted to reverse the Rose vs. 
Wade decision legalizing abortion with 
other strategies, such as contributing to 
lobbyists in Washington, D.C.’’ (and 
picketing abortion clinics) and are 
prepared to spend time in jail, he said. 

Father Coleman’s critique emphasizes 
that acts of civil disobedience must be 
based on an informed conscience which is 
respected by constitutional law. 


Father Kaicher agrees. He said the 
decision to violate a law should be 
preceded by a discernment process in 
which one uses a conscience well- 
informed on the issues and circumstances 
involved and on the church’s position 
based on Scripture, tradition and 
theology. This knowledge should ‘‘be put 
together in prayer and submitted to a 
spiritual director or guide,’’ he explained. 


The priest said he and other Project 
Rescue participants have taken the steps 
Martin Luther King Jr. used as 
prerequisites for civil disobedience: 
collecting facts to determine whether an 
injustice exists, negotiating with those 
who perpetrate the injustice, and self- 
purification ‘‘or a process of prayer and 
reflection to prepare oneself for 
nonviolent and loving direct action.”’ 

Father Kaicher said the ‘‘church has 
determined there is injustice in abortion 
clinics.” 

Rogers and McLean do not believe 
blocking entrances to abortion clinics is 
breaking the law. 

Rogers compared the action to running 
into someone else’s yard at the sight of a 
child being killed there.

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Lebanon 
in need of

NEW YORK — Cardinal John 
O’Connor of New York, recently back 
from a visit to Lebanon, said June 4 that the 
world’s major powers should ‘‘exercise all 
moral influence possible’’ in working for a 
peaceful settlement of the Lebanese 
conflict. 

The cardinal mentioned the United 
States, the Soviet Union and France in 
particular. 

He said nations had been ‘‘excessively 
cautious’’ in dealing with the situation in 
Lebanon, which he said was once amodelof 
how different religious groups could live 
together and now was being ‘“‘ripped to 
shreds.”’ 

Cardinal O’Connor visited Lebanon 
May 27-30 in his capacity as president of 
the Catholic Near East Welfare 
Association. 


Bush urged to restore 
dignity of workers 

WASHINGTON — Archbishop John 
L. May of St. Louis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
has urged President Bush to restore the 
“dignity of low-wage workers’’ by not 
vetoing a congressional bill to raise the 
minimum wage to $4.55 an hour. 

Both the House and Senate have passed 
legislation raising the minimum wage by 
$1.20 an hour to make it $4.55 an hour by 


- 1991. But Bush, while supporting the 


concept of a higher minimum wage, has 
threatened to veto any bill that raises the 
wage above his proposed $4.25 an hour. 

Archbishop May told Bush in a May 23 
letter that he hoped any ‘‘differences’’ 
over the measure; known as the Fair 
Labor Standards Amendments of 1989, 
would not ‘‘overwhelm the basic question 
of whether or not our society will tolerate 
a minimum wage below a level of human 
dignity and decency.”’ 


Public officials urged 
to oppose abortion _ 
LOS ANGELES — On tthe issue of 


abortion, just as on any other matter, 
Catholic public officials cannot separate 
their personal beliefs from their actions on 
public policy, said Archbishop Roger M.

‘*As the Archbishop of Los Angeles, I 
believe it is my responsibility to clarify the 
church’s teaching on the responsibilities of 
Catholics who serve as elected or appointed 
public officials, the archbishop noted in a 
statement titled, ‘‘The Truth That Makes 
Us All Free — Catholic Public Officials and 
the New Abortion Debate.”’ 

Catholics who hold public office, 
whether elected or appointed, have a 
‘moral obligation’’ to protect all human 
life through legislation, Archbishop 
Mahony said in his policy statement. 

At the same time, the archbishop 
announced the formation of an 
archdiocesan Catholic Life Issues 
Commission to address challenges to 
church teaching and public morality in the 
areas of abortion, euthanasia, ‘‘assisted 
dying’’ and contraception.

Reform of current 
housing trends urged 


WASHINGTON — Church housing 
advocates were told June 11 they must 
lead the church in urging federal, state 
and local governments to develop policies 
necessary to reverse current housing 
trends. 

Auxiliary Bishop James P. Lyke of 
Cleveland:said that if government policies 
are not soon changed, the church’s 
successes in financing, building and 
supporting low- and moderate-income 
housing “‘will be little more than a few 
stones in a crumbling dike.’’ 

Bishop Lyke made the comments to 
about 100 participants in a June 11-13 
Housing Advocacy Institute sponsored by 
Catholic Charities USA. 

“Only advocacy and political action 
can create the movement necessary to 
reverse the trends of this decade,’’ said 
Bishop Lyke. But this movement must be 
developed by the church membership as a 
whole not just by church employees 
working in the area of housing, he said.

The 30-second ad closes with the 
archdiocese’s phone number.

announcement,. is aimed at recruiting 
men to the priesthood by contrasting the 
virtues of a life of sacrifice and service to 
examples of affluence and conspicuous 
consumption.

Legislators co-author 
tax credit bill 


SACRAMENTO — Nineteen 
California legislators have joined as co- 
authors of Senate Bill 9, introduced by 
Senator Alan Robbins (D-Van Nuys), 
which would provide a state income tax 
credit for students in public or non-profit 
private schools and colleges. — 

The bill, which is supported by the 
California Catholic Conference, was 
expected to be heard May 3 by the nine- 
member Senate Revenue and Taxation 
Committee. ; 

The 12 legislators ‘‘recognize the need 
for tax relief for families which struggle to 
afford the costs of private and parochial 
school education,’’ said Joseph P. 
McElligott, director of the Division of 
Education of the California Catholic 
Conference. 

Senate Bill 9 will need at least five 
supporting votes in the Senate Revenue 
and Taxation Committee in order to move 
into the Senate Appropriations Committee 
for consideration. 

Senate Bill 9 would allow a credit of $50 
to $400 per student for educational 
expenses such as tuition, textbooks and 
transportation. Based on _ taxpayers’ 
adjusted gross income, the credit would 
apply to dependents, age 21 and under, 
enrolled in elementary, secondary and 
undergraduate college programs. 

The bill would also provide a state 
income tax credit of up to $400 per year to 
teachers in public and non-profit private 
schools for unreimbursed classroom 
instructional materials, equipment and 
supplies. 


Ecumenical relations 
still being plagued 

ROSKILDE, Denmark — The Catholic 
Church’s 16th-century excommunication 
of Martin Luther, who launched the 
Protestant Reformation, continues to 
plague ecumenical relations 500 years 
later. 

The issue resurfaced June 6 when Pope 
John Paul II traveled to Roskilde for an 
evening prayer service with 11 Danish 
Lutheran bishops. 

In a speech after the service, the pope - 
reiterated the Catholic position that it is 
impossible for him to lift the 
excommunication, as has been suggested 
by some Danish Lutheran leaders. 

The Catholic Church holds that 
“excommunication ends with death’’ and 
is a penalty that can only be applied while a 
person is living, the pope said.

Conference to operate network 


SAN DIEGO — The San Diego 
County Ecumenical Conference will take 
over the administration of the Interfaith 
Shelter Network (ISN) July 1, formerly 
operated by the Regional Task Force on 
the Homeless created in 1987. 

More than 100 congregations 
throughout San Diego County, including 
28 Catholic parishes, have congregational 
membership in the ecumenical 
conference. 

Father Dennis Mikulanis, president of 
the conference and pastor of Holy Spirit 
Church, San Diego, said, “‘ ... I am 
excited at this opportunity to witness to 
the Gospel in such a tangible way in San 


Diego. 


‘It’s ecumenism at the very nitty 


gritty. Ecumenism itself started on social 
action and it’s really come full circle.”’ 

About half of the congregations in the 
ecumenical conference form the ISN, 
which houses up to 12 guests for two or 
four weeks a year on a rotating basis. The 
other churches provide support services 
such as meals, transportation and 
overnight supervision, according to the 
ecumenical conference. 

Clusters of congregations serving 
homeless people operated this past year in 
nearly “10 areas throughout San Diego 
County.

services to low-income persons and senior 
citizens, including emergency help, 
counseling, meals, transportation, legal 
_ aid and educational programs. 

Sister Lynn Sinjem, SSS, executive 
director of Bayside Settlement House, 
said last year the Social Service Auxiliary 
donated $12,000 to equip the kitchen at 
the downtown children’s center, $10,000 
for a van and $6,000 for architectural fees 
for renovations to the Linda Vista facility. 

‘‘When you multiply that by the 
numbers of years of their service, you get 
an idea of what they have done,’’ Sister 
Sinjem said. 

Kay Upton of All Hallows parish, La 
Jolla, who was installed June 8 as the 
president of the Social Service Auxiliary, 
said the some 300 members “‘are 
dedicated to helping the Sisters any way 
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we can.”’ 

This year their goal is to raise $100,000 
to pay off the mortgages of the Sisters’ 
buildings. This will enable the Sisters to 
use the money currently spent on 
mortgage payments to help more people 
through their social services, she said. 


Catholic Community Services hopes to 
raise $100,000 from the dinner for its in- 
house grant program to benefit some of its 
27 services.
